Each issue of the LIB will be one or aore aonthly turns in 
which players have full diploaatic and econoaic control over 
their countries. Military control includes all strategic 
decisions, Maintaining rosters of infantry divisions and araored 
regiaents, purchasing units frca a two-page appendix of vehicle 
types . Infantry and araored carriers are standardized. 
Operational decisions about lone attacks and defenses, whether 
to send reinforceaents to an eabattlea" lone, or to withdraw, how 
asch to coaait to an attack or defense are ail fully within the 
players ' control. 

Weather is a factor in this gaae, and is iaportant enough 
to probably reduce operations during winter aonths (except in N. 
Africa and the Middle East), so soae turns aight include aore 
than one aonth. Minors aay be politically controlled, and 
strategic aoveaent of units require fuel expenditure (if vca 
don't save enough PP in your fuel account, your units won't 
aove). However, players receive aonthly i tic one You no lonosr 
have to wait to do annual budgets.

FIELD OF FIRE 

Field of Fire (Avalon Hill, Ufl) is a one-player tactical 
gaae siaulating eight siall-unit infantry caibat scenarios froa 
W2. Those of yon faai liar with Eroderband's IQperation 
Whirlwindf will notice soae similarities in this gaie. Roger 
Daion designed thea both, and Field of Fire is a further 
development and iaproveaent on Operation Whirlwind. 

Each gaae lasts an hour or two, and all player inpst is 
with the joystick. You give orders to your units in separate 
Fire, Moveaent and Assault phases, Operations occur daring a 
"real-time" phase in which yoa aust keep close track of the 
action in the battle. At any tiae. yoa lay press the Select key 
to re-target your anits' fire, or th? Option key to order an 
assault . 

The units are fire-teaas of 1-6 sen, or individnal tanks. 
There are Headquarters, Rifle teams. Machine Gan crews, 
Baiooka/Panierfaast teaas. Hortar crews, Forward Observers. 
Engineers and Anti-Tank Guns. Each unit is identified by the 
naie of its leader. The docuaentation describes each of these 
aen. Yoa aight consider the inforaation when giving each of 
thea tasks to acccaplish. The prograa provides an Editor to 
allow you to change the naaes of any of the 32 characters in the 
gaae. 

There are 10 terrain types in the gaae, including roads, 
trees, ridges, hilltops, woods, buildings, streaas and rivers, 
aountains and hedgerows. Terrain and distances aay block the 
line of sight to a target. The map scrolls saootbly across 5 
screens. Status aessages appear at the top and bottoi of the 
screen. 

The 8 scenarios include a (fight Patrol in Tunisia; Forever 
Road is Sicily; Diana beach B-Day landing; Night of St. Anne to 
close a pocket on sole Gerians; Up Froi the Beach, breaking ont 
of the beachhead; For Aachen, block-by-block clearing of a city; 
Ardennes Dawn, the last-ditch Genan counter-offensive; and 
Roeher Crossing, one of the last obstacles before the Rhine. 

The last 8 pages of the 25-page laaoal is a detailed 
description of the actual "Night of St. Anne" written by the 
coaaander of L Coipany of the 3rd Battalion, 26th Infantry, 1st 
Division. 

For players of wargaaes, this program is an excellent value 
for the aoney. The color, graphics and soond are appropriate 
and well-eieeeted. It is really 8 gaaes in one, as each 
scenario is complete in itself. The prograa offers the option 
of a "Campaign Gaae 1 in which yoa play each of the scenarios in 
order. Player perforaance is graded at S levels froa 
Qsestionable to Strategic.
